Chris, the procedure is as follows:

2. AFTER applicant elects, this case will be transferred to examiner in GR-I (class 60) if applicant 
elects this group, or to class 290, if applicant(s) elects GR-II. Both examiners (in cl. 60 in cl. 290) 
agreed to accept this case AFTER the election.
